Signing the agreement, which implements the 
Foreign Aid Act of 1947 approved by Congress, on 
December 17, Mr Caffery said that, while France

His name was 
Thomas de Torquemada. 

Duridg the 18 years he was 
Inquisitor-gencral in Spain, Tor- 
quemada Issued sentences, or 
approved sentences passed — by 
his subordinate inquisitors after 
ludicrous trials, condemning at 
Jeast 2,000 men and women to 
be burnt to death over slow 
fires.

Another 6960 were burnt In 
eMpgy and had their property con- 
fisented, uncounted thousands more 
condemned to ghastly tortures, 
thousands more were confined | In 
“dungeons vile," and some 97,000 

+ more suffered penalties and punish- 
ments of lesser degree. 

Yet Frey Thoman de Torquemadn 
was an benign and good-intentioned 
man, a devout Prior of ‘the 
brotherhood of the Domintcans—the 
Domini canes, or “Mastiffs of the 
Lord." His sole {den, ‘ apparently, 
was to serve Christ by winnlng con- 
verts to the Church of Rome from 
the ranks of the Moslems, Jews, 
and other “heretics.” 


He was at one in that endeavour 
with his = monarch, the otherwise 
noble, fenerous and truly great 
Queen Isabella of Castile. 

Perhaps Isabella's motlves were 
not quite so altruistic as Torque- 
mada's, for ber dominant ambitlon 
was to weld together a united Spain 
under the sceptres of herself: and 
ber husband, Ferdinand of Aragon. 

The slaughter and conversion to 
Christlanity of Jews and Moslems 
atdod the fulfilment of ‘that, ambi- 
tion, and the vast wealth confiscat- 
ed from them by the inquisitors 
financed her armies. 

In the end, however, the confisca- 
tlon of the country’s commercial 
wealth, plus the slaughter and exile 

-of tens of thousands of its. ablest 
citizens, ushered In an era of decay 
that brought about the gradual de- 
cline, culturally as well as econom!- 
cally, of a nation that’ war once the 
richest and most powerful in the 
world, ,

when her confessor, Torquemada, 
ndded his volce to Ojeda's in de- 
claring that the heresies of the’ 
“new-Christians” stood in the way 
of a completely united Spain that 
she ngreed. 

The Inquisition, then, was insti- 
futed In 1480 on the conditlon that 
it was to be independent of the 
papacy. This condition was contest- 
ed, but /-finally accepted by Pope 
Sixtus IV. : 

The Spanish Inquisition took nd-' 
vantage of this to claim an almost 
complete autonomy, and as ao result 
many curlous situations arose. Not 
the Ieast curlous was the rivalry 
that developed between Rome and 
the Spanish inquisitors in the sale 
of exemptions from penalties, such 
as imprisonment and condemnation 
to the galleys and of dispensations 
from the erlme of secret Judaism. 

Other anomalics crept in, The 
mrand-inquisitor at Madrid permit- 
ted books to be read that were cen- 
sored in Rome, snd_ vice-versa,’ 
while “horetics’ bad to purchase 
exemptions from 
both authoritics In order to. be com-

ALL-POWERFUL 


RQUEMADA was appointed sole 

‘Inquisitor-general over all the 
Spanish possessions in 1483, and 
devoted the powerful organisation 
he had built up to the suppression 
of heresy even amongst the ranks 
of the clergy of the Church of 
Rome. 


’ 

All who appeared were obliged to 
rive evidence, and ‘trickery, long 
imprisonment, and torture were 
applied to extract confessions from 
the accused. Witnesses, also, were 
sometimes tortured to force stote- 
ments from them, 


The tortures most commonly in 
use were the rack, the wheel and 
pulley, and the “water cure." In 
the “water cure,” the victim's nos- 
trills were plugged, his jaws held 
gpen by an iron prong, and a piece 
of Iinen plnced over his mouth, 


Water was poured slowly into the 
cloth, carrying it into the throat, 
While the water was seeping 
through the cloth he experienced all 
the pangs of suffocation, but not so 
much as to tose consclousness. And, 
as the process was repeated many. 
times, so did he experience again 
and again the agonies of death, by 
suffocation. ; : 

Within four years Torquemada 
had established inquisitorial tribu- 
nals all over Castile and had 
secured dominance over those set 
up earlier by the Papacy outside 
Castile—in - Toledo, Valladolid, 
Avila, Segovia and elsewhere. j 

Soon the prisons were filled with 
suspects charged with one of three 
categories of offences—deviter 
(ight), vehementer (strong), and 
violenter (violent), The first might 
escape with an admonition and the 
imposition of fasts, pilgrimage or 
prayers upon expressing penitence,

“Castile, the domain of . Isabella, 
had no Inquisition, though — papal 
bricfs had. urged its institution; but, 
from the’ 13th century on there had 
been sporadic persecutions, mas- 
- pacres en masse, and forced bap- 
tisms instigated by the clergy. 
Out of these persccutions a class’. 
of “Conversos” hod arisen, Jews 
and Mohammedans who had pro- 
fessed conversion to Christion falth 
to save thelr property and Hyves.

thority, ; 
With the aptitude for occumulat- 
ing wenlth pecullar to thelr race, 
the Jewish “Conversos” had grown 
rich and powerful, Many of them, 
too, ‘had grown arrogant, continue 
to practiso their inherited falth | 
secret, and by virtue ‘of their’ posl- 
tions of power ond: wealth = had 
arotised tho enmity and jealousy of 
“gld-Christians,” : 
’ When. Isabella inherited tho 


‘+ throne of Castile In 1474, horesy was 
not rifo; within her domain, but.as hour 


and nephew of a famous cardinal, 
Johannes de Turrecremata,: who, 
like him, hnd been born in Valla- 
dolid and had spent a Ifetime as 
a “Mastiff of the Lord" in the Do- 
mitiican order. 

For 22 years Torquemada had 
been Prior of the convent of Santa 
Cruz in Segovia where he had be- 
come confessor to the Infant Isabella 
and taught her the political advan- 
tages of religion, 

With the marriage of Isabella to 

Ferdinand and her accession to the 
throne, he had become confessor to 
them both, a trusted councillor of 
state, and custodian of the benefices 
ander the royal patronage” 
‘ Allepowerful, fearless, and with 
no ambition but a fanatical desire 
to serve Christ by exterminating. 
heresies ogainst orthodox Catholi- 
cism, Torquemada became a name 
insplring fear and terror through- 
out Spain. 

The Inquisition was Inaugurated 
by ‘Torquemnda in Seville where ho 
established the Holy Office, first in 
the Convent of St Paul, and later 
in the grim fortress of Trianon .with 


“tts dungeons deep ‘below the river 


Guadalqulvir, : 

He began by Issuing a gencral 
edict ordering all Judaizera and 
other “back-sliders" to appear be- 
fore the inquisitors and confess thelr 
fault; 17,000 promptly ficd to seck 
the protection of the Court of Ar- 
cos, the “Marquess of Cadiz and 
other Castilian nobles. : 

Their property was confiscated 
and thase who sheltered them were 
ordered to return them to the prison 
of the Inquisition undgr: threat of 
the samo. penalties: os imposed upon 
tho héretics, ~~ ; 

The, rich ‘“new-Christians” |. of 
Seville, led: by -one, Susan, conspir- 
ed to murder the ‘Inquisitors, but 
were betrayed by Susan's’ own 
daughter, La Hermosa Fembhra. * 4 

In the first atttlo-da-fe- (demdn- 
stration of falth or ceremony ~ of 
trial) held by the  Inquisitors in 
Seville, ‘the conspirators ‘were led 
in. procession through the strects to 
the meadows of Tablada, and burn- 
ed to death, 

The fires that. consumed Susan 


‘and his conspirators Ht a holocaust 


of fanaticism throughout Spain. 
Juddizera who. did appear to confess 
their fault on the promise.of. pardon 
if thoy did #0 found that they. could 
save thelr lives-only by betraying 
others of their ‘faith. - 

Soon every “Now-Christlan” ‘ or 
nnyono with a tlngo of Jowlsh or 
Moslem blood: went in‘ daily. fear of 
thelr Hves, not knowing at. what 


any day or night they might | was listed - 


ing the garb of a sinner, the “san- 
benlto,” holding a lighted candle, 


was the lot of the second class of 
suspects. 

Severer imprisonment for longer. 
terms and — harsher penance were 
demanded of the violenters, while 
perpetunl imprisonment or death by 
fire were the . punishments of those 
who refused to repent of their un- 
orthodoty. . 

Those rich enough could = pur- 
chase relief from thejr sentences. In 
this way, and through the confisca- 
{lon of property of the condemned, 
vast wenlth accrued to the Holy 
OMice presided over by Torquemada. 

Not content with confiscating the 
property of the living, inquisitors 
ordered the remains of thousands 
of the dead to be dug up and tried, 
with the result that their property 
was confiscated, too. 

The wealth so gaincd went to 
enrich the royal treasury and the 
Church, and to finance the wars of 
Ferdinand and Isabella against the 
Moors, 

Torquemaoda himself had no de- 
sire for riches, for the portion that 
came to him he disbursed on bulld- 
ing a monastery and in charitable 
works, while he Hved a life of harsh 
austerity, 

Nevertheless, he was so feared and 
hated that he went: in danger of 
bls fe and was accompanied 
everywhere by a company of 240 
trusted guards of the Holy OMice. 

Naot only in Seville, but In Valen- 
tia, Lerida and Saragossa, conspir- 
acies were hatched against the lives 
of the inquisitors. At the latter 
place In 1485, Peter Arbuc, an ar- 
dent Inquisitor was aloln while at 
prayer in ‘church. 

Even the Pope complained 
Isabella of the severity of Torque- 
maua’s sentences. But the in- 
quisltor-general was no law unto 
himself. In addition to secking out 
and, punishing “heretics,” he assum- 
ed the outhority to punish many 
clyil crimes against morality, and 
political crimes against the state. 


HERESY HUNT ENDS 


E Moors having been subjugat- 

ed In Granada, Torquemada 
urged upon Ferdinand, and Isabella 
general expulsion of the Jows from 
Spain, The monarchs complied 
with an order to all Jews to cm- 
brace Christianity or leave the 
country. 

‘Torquemada forbade Christians to 
hold nny communication whatever 
with Jews, even to supplying them 
with the necessities of life. 
Estimates of the number of Jewish 
families ‘who chose to leave the 
country rather than abandon the 
faith of thelr. fathers vary {rom 
1,700,000 to 800,000. - 

With them went much of ‘Spain's 
commercial wealth and the brains 
and driving force of its commerce; 
and from this act the commercial 
decay of Spain began. - 

The subjugation of the Moors nnd 
expulsion of the Jews saw no let- 
up in Torquemada’s heresy hunt, 
but the expulsion of the Jews 
marked the climax of Torquemada's 
work. He’ was now 70. While re-

Heo waa trippled with gout and his 
declsion was encouraged by the 
Papal Court, which had watched 
with fenalousy and alarm tho’ steady 
acerelion in Torquemada's powers 
and had repeatedly complained of 
his abuse of them, ~ 

Finally four “assistants” were. ap- 
pointed by Pope Alexander ‘to re- 
Neve the inqulsitor-general of some 
of his most burdensome duties, on 
the pretext of his advancing years. 

A Judge of Appcals was niso ap- 
pointed by the’ Pope, and Torque- 
mnda's rule was virtually ended. 
Even so, for the last elght years of 
his Hfe he remained the guiding 
spirit of the Inquisition. 

In the spring of 1498 he rummon- 
ed the principal inquisitors.to the 
monnstery of St Thomas of Avila 
to issue’ the fourth of his serics of 
enactments directing the adminis- 
tration of the Holy OMmec. 


Shortly afterwards, on Septem-_ 


“ber 10 of the same year, he peace- 


fully went to account to his Maker, 
confident to the end that he .hoad 
served Christ well.

HE death or glory boys of 


the Liberal Party are nail- - 


ing their colours to the mast 
again, despite the gloomy tid- 
ings that Liberal candidates had 
forfeited deposits at three  by- 
elections within a fortnight;

As o result of Krupp’s 
secret cfforts, Germany had 18 
submarines fn ‘service, in March, 
1936. Krupp'’s own memorandum, 
written in 1942, states that “the 
basic principles of armament and 
turret design for tanks had already 
beon worked out in 1926." Another 
report states that of the guns which 
crashed through France in 1040, the 
most important were fully develop- 
ed in 1933, including the famous 88, 
well-known to every serving 

soldier. 

While victory continued war was 
good business for: Krupp. It 
had made 800,000,000 marks profit 
out of the 1914-10938 war, when its 
Blg Bertha (named after Alfried

His story made me curious. 1 got 
in touch with a photofinisher, aman 
who in the course of business 
looks at hundreds of snapshots 
made by amateur picture takers. 1 
asked him what, in his opinion, was: 
the greatest single cause of poor 
pictures, He told ma camera movo- 
ment. "A lot of snapshooters either 
fail to hold the camera: firmly or, 
they punch the shutter relenso . so 
hard they figg¢le the camera as thoy 
snap their picture. Aso result, their 
pictures are fuzzy, slightly blurrod 
rather than sharp.” 


Now these faults aren't unrelated. 
If n camera is held properly there 
is no danger of, 1 stray finger’s 


blocking the lens.’ And if a camera 
is held properly, too, camera shake . 
or movement !s minimised. 


Because there are so many types 
of cameras, it Isn't possible to give 
specific instructions on.the manner 
in’ which any given camera should 
be held. But a few general’ rules 
may help. First and foremost,, al- 
ways hold your camera with both 
hands, Second, support it; rest it 
either against your body or—if 
you're using an eye-level finder— 
your check-bone. Third, press your 
shutter release with a smooth, 
steady ‘movement “of tho ‘finger. 
There's no reaton to stab it. One 
trick, too, {3 to hold ‘your breath at 
the moment-you ‘snap ‘tho shutter.

Marines For Mediterrancan — 


Washington, Jon, 2.—The United 
States Navy announced today that 
un, undisclosed number of marines 
will sail on January 6 from More- 
head City, North Carolina, for the 
Mediterranean for duty on board thy 
alreraft carrier Midway and three 


“ght crutsers;~ one-of -which-is~nt- 


Pirneus, Greece. 

The United States Navy declined 
to say how many marincs were 
involved in its descriptive phrase “i 
froup of marines,” but it was Icarn- 
ed that they were going over on a 
“normal size transport of 12,0vU to 
15,000 tons fully loaded.” 

The Navy statement added: “The 
Iuerease will restore the total per- 
sonnel on board to approximately 
the normal overall complement of 
the ship.” 

On the basis that such figures 
ore “top secret," the statement de- 
clined to give the present number 
of Navy and Marine personne! on 
board the Midway, now at Naples, 
nad the three cruisers, the USS 
Portsmouth at Genoa, the USS Pro- 
vidence at Leghorn, and the USS 
Little Rock ut Piracus. 

The Navy said that the overall 
complement of .a large aircraft 
carrier such as the Midway was 
2,200, of whom about 100 were 
marines, and that of the light 
crulsers was 1,000, of: whom about 
50 were marines. For some time 
American ships have been under- 
manned, it was added. 

Questioners were told that in ad- 
dition to the Midway and the three 
cruisers, there were 10 destroyers 
in the Mediterranean arca.—Reuter.
